Two adopted Cape Codders, one a professional 
scrivener and the other a Portuguese fisher- 
man who is also something of a local character, 
collaborate on the story of the latter’s adven- 
tures in rumrunning. Manny Zora recalls his 
boyhood in Portugal among the fisher folk who 
considered smuggling an honorable profession, 
and his delighted discovery that his new coun- 
try offered similar opportunities for profit and 
excitement. The spirited Corbett style and the 
Zora gusto are well met in this account of the 
hairbreadth escapes that made high-spirited 
Manny the bane of Provincetown’s Coast 
Guard.

A thing of 
beauty. Little, $4. May 21. 

The Desmondes counted on Stephen to enter 
the church like his forebears, but he knew he 
had to paint. For 10 years he served his ap- 
prenticeship, working in a French circus, 
wandering footloose about France and Spain, 
starving, enduring hardship, and contracting 
tuberculosis, but always painting. Returning 
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to England he roused a furor with his realistic 
antiwar paintings for a war memorial, and for 
the remainder of his few years refused to sell 
or exhibit, depending on his wife, a former 
servant, for both spiritual and material suste- 
nance. An excellent picture of an artist and 
a man obsessed.

its contemporary critics: Jacques Maritain, 
Reinhold Niebuhr, Karl Mannheim, and Ar- 
nold Toynbee. While Mr. Frankel’s study con- 
tends that present-day liberalism must be re- 
vitalized, it, unlike Hans Zehrer’s Man in this 
world, listed in this issue, nevertheless affirms 
that man, by his own efforts, can not only sur- 
vive in this critical century but also continue 
to progress.
